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Council Incumbents Reelected 
For Another Two Year Term

In an election relatively free from controversial issues, Green- 
belt residents last Tuesday reelected their 5 incumbent City Council 
lumbers for another 2-year term. The voters also supported by a 
wide margin constitutional guarantees to the cities’ home rule 
authority. 

Although the incumbents ran as 
a slate, their vote tally (see box 
below) showed considerable varia¬ 
tion. Especially noteworthy was 
the second-place rating of Gerald 
Gough, who had been appointed 
to the council only two months 
earlier. 

The referendum question presen¬ 
ted to the voters was "‘Shall the 
existing home rule authority of 
the City of Greenbelt and other 
municipalities (present and future) 
be guaranteed by a new Maryland 
Constitution ?” Its purpose was to 
present the Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion now meeting with an expres¬ 
sion of voter opinion on the con¬ 
troversial issue of municipal pow¬ 
ers, and it was approved by a great 
majority of the voters. 

Tuesday’s turnout of 1290 fell 
far short of the 1393 votes cast in 
1963 (with 1292 at the run-off that 
followed), although the number of 
registered voters was considerably 
higher this year. A cameraman for 
CBS (Channel 9) covered the elec¬ 
tion and his film appeared in the 
same evening’s local newscast.

1071 votes were cast in the advisory referendum, of which 
969 supported constitutional guarantee of municipal home rule 
and 102 were opposed. A total of 1290 votes for council mem¬ 
bers w r as cast. 

Tuesday’s turnout was one of the lightest in recent years. 
Only 67.8% of the city’s 1904 voters participated, compared to 
72.2% in 1965, 80.8% in 1963 and 72.0% in 1961. Only one 
candidate failed to receive 40% of the vote (516 votes), which 
is the new requirement for election without run-off. 


Election Odds and Ends 

In addition to the votes cast for 
the major candidates, 86 write-in 
votes were counted, listing a large 
number of names. One vote was 
cast for local developer Charles 
Bresler, but according to City Clerk 
Nita Maschaucr, this vote was in¬ 
valid, since Bresler is not regis¬ 
tered as a voter in Greenbelt. “They 
did not vote for me” she added. 
Of the valid write-in votes, Bruce 
Bowman and Harvey Geller re¬ 
ceived 23 each. 

One week earlier, a straw poll 
was conducted in Greenbelt, with 
the cooperation of a teacher of the 
University of Maryland, by local 
resident Michael Sprague. 

The poll predicted reelection of 
the four old-time incumbents, but 
gave Gough only seventh place. 
Sprague himself, however, noted 
that the sample was not complet- 
ly unbiased: since he did his pol¬ 
ling in the daytime, a dispropor¬ 
tionate number of those inter¬ 
viewed belonged to the fairer sex. 


The Greenbelt Youth Council 

A new organization is in the process of being formed in the 
city of Greenbelt. Entitled the Greenbelt Youth Council, its pur¬ 
pose is to discuss and present the opinions, criticisms, and sugges¬ 
tions of the Greenbelt teenager to the city official and see what 
possible action can be taken.

Voting - Mon., Oct. 2 to Wed., 
Oct. 4 at the Greenbelt Municipal

All teens are reminded that only 
registered persons may vote. Each 
registered person may cast 12 
votes, three delegates in each age 
group - under 15, 15 to 17, and 18 
to 20. Also on the ballot will be 
the names of persons between the 
ages of 21 and 25 who will be run¬ 
ning for the positions of advisors 
to the youths. Anyone wishing to 
run in the election, must submit his 
or her name on Fri., Sept. 22 be¬ 
tween 4 and 7 p.m. at the Green¬ 
belt Municipal Bldg, or on Sat., 
Sept. 23 between 1 and 3 p.m. at 
the Greenbelt Municipal Bldg. Any¬ 
one wishing to run who will cele¬ 
brate a birthday before Jan. 1, 
1968 that will change his age group 
may run either in his present age 
group or the group into which he 


will change. 

This opportunity is available to 
the youth of the entire city, and 
all teenagers are strongly urged 
to take advantage of it. The or¬ 
ganization will not only aid the 
youths, but should also contribute 
towards a better communication 
between the parents and their chil¬ 
dren. This council will not suc¬ 
ceed without the support of the 
teens, so come out and show some 
interest in your organization.

Membership Meeting Oct. It; 
GHI Costs Slightly Higher

At the bi-monthly GHI board meeting Sept. 14, an agenda for 
the October 11 meeting of GHI members was agreed upon. The 
board hopes to have City Manager James Giese deliver the main 
address, “Relations Between City Services and GHI”. Other topics 
to be discussed will be the status of the school suit, the status 
of the larger homes, parking and maintenance. A question and 
answer period will be followed by refreshments and awarding of 
three door prizes. ___ 


Budget Report 

General Manager Roy Brea- 
shears presented a comparison of 
operating costs with the forecasted 
costs over the first six months of 
1967. 

It was projected that GHI would 
spend $38,397 in excess of receipts 
while in actuality $57,206 was dis¬ 
bursed. The main differences oc¬ 
curred when GHI projected that 
$2,000 would be spent on the school 
site case whereas expenditures 
have amounted to $6,430 on the 
project so far. 

The other major expense, $17,400, 
went for the refurbishing of two 
boilers for frame houses. This 
item had not been in the forecast. 

Dave Kane, maintenance direc¬ 
tor, stated that the boilers are ex¬ 
pected to last from 15-20 years, 
and the board members agreed 
that such maintenance costs, 
though not always forseen, have 
to be expected. 

Law Suit over Taxes 
In other action, the board dis¬ 
cussed its pending law suit a- 
gainst the county, which is no 
longer giving some senior citizens 
(65 years and older who have an 
income of less than $4000) a pro¬ 
perty tax break. The county 
claims that such people are not 
property owners. However, GHI 
affirms that each GHI member is 
a property owner and therefore 
contributes in his monthly pay¬ 
ments. his share to the total pro¬ 
perty taxes collected. i 

It has been GHI’s policy to de¬ 
duct such tax money from the 
monthly charges paid by the ex¬ 
empted individuals. Pending court 
action, these peaple will have to be¬ 
gin paying their share of the pro¬ 
perty taxes as of Oct. 1. 

However, GHI finds itself in a 
predicament. After not having col¬ 
lected the tax money for the first 
nine month of this year, the cor¬ 
poration is said to owe $1473 in ad¬ 
ditional taxes, the amount that the 
senior citizens would have contri¬ 
buted. 

Board members voted not to pay 
the additional taxes, due Sept. 29, 
pending the outcome of the court’s 
decision. Should the court rule a- 
gainst GHI, the board voted to pay 
the money and collect the sum 
from the senior citizens at the time 
of the resale of their homes. 

Sheds Again 

GHI is still having headaches 
with members who violate the shed 
regulations. The general manager’s 
office is trying to learn of all vio¬ 
lations, particularly at the time of 
resale of homes so that an unsus¬ 
pecting new member is not made 
to pay for his predecessors’s vio¬ 
lation. 

Board members concurred that 
new violations should not be per¬ 
mitted. Katherine Keene noted that 
just because someone has already 
spent money on a shed doesn’t 
mean he shouldn’t be made to take 
the shed down or locate it where 
it conforms to the rules. 


However, John O’Reilly sugges¬ 
ted that the board consider liber¬ 
alizing the shed policy as more 
and more members are finding 
they have a greater need for sheds. 
The suggestion went to the Main¬ 
tenance and Improvements Com¬ 
mittee, 

Visitor Speaks Up 

Herbert Lennhoff, 33H Ridge, 
called the board’s attention to the 
fact that he believed many mem¬ 
bers would like to attend GHI 
board meetings if they knew what 
would be on the agenda and were 
made more aware of when meet¬ 
ings were taking place. He also 
pointed out that members were not 
aware that they could bring up a 
special problem (one not routinely 
handled by the general manager’s 
office) at board meetings and it is 
possible for corrective action to 
be taken right then. 

It was noted that the board 
meets on the second and fourth 
Thursday of each month and posts 
its agenda about four days prior 
to the meeting between Twin Pines 
and the electrical appliance shop. 
Mr. Lennhoff suggested that the 
News Review print the future 
meetings of the GHI board a week 
prior to the meeting as well as on 
the day of the meeting so that 
members might make plans to 
attend. 

Committee Reports 

Finance Committee chairman 
John O’Reilly reported that his 
committee was studying the scope 
of the audit report and that there 
was a question on whether to en¬ 
gage a new auditing firm. Also,, 
his committee is studying the func¬ 
tioning of reserve funds in terms 
of the long-range needs of the cor¬ 
poration. 

The Ad Hoc Land Purchase 
Committee recommended not to 
purchase the land adjacent to Box¬ 
wood Village. The board, how¬ 
ever, took no action pending ano¬ 
ther report by a different land 
committee. 

Roy Breashears reported that the 
four free-standing homes all have 
prospective buyers and are now 
ready for occupancy. 

Finally, the board unanimously 
recommended that attorney Albert 
Ginsberg’s retainer be increased 
from $125 a month to $225 as his 
services to the corporation have 
more than doubled in the past two 
years. In addition, costs were ris¬ 
ing and GHI has been very well- 
pleased with Mr, Ginsberg’s work.

The Greenbelt Democratic Club 
will hold its regularly scheduled 
meeting on Wednesday, September 
27, at 8 p.m, at the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building.

Notice of Charter Amendment 

Amendment to the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland was 
adopted on September 11, 1967 by the City Council of Greenbelt. The 
title of the resolution, which is a fair summary of the amendment is 
as follows: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 131 
Resolution of the City of Greenbelt adopted Pursuant to the Authority 
of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as amen¬ 
ded) Title “Corporation-Municipal”, sub-title, “Home Rule”, to Amend 
the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, said Charter being Section 40 of 
Article 17 of the Code of Public Local Laws of Maryland (1963 Edi¬ 
tion) and Containing in Whole or in Part the Charter of the City of 
Greenbelt by Repealing and Re-enacting with Amendments Subsection 
1 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide that the City 
Council May Appropriate Municipal Funds for Any Public Purpose 
Within the Powers Outlined in the City Charter, That the City Coun¬ 
cil have General Management and Control of the Finances of the City, 
and That Any Charges Made Against Real Property Shall Be Liens 
Upon that Property; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amend¬ 
ments Subsection 2 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Clarify 
and Improve the Language of such Subsection; and by Repealing and 
Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 3 of Section 40-3 title “Gen¬ 
eral Powers”, to clarify and Improve the Language of Such Subsec¬ 
tion; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 
5 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Enforce¬ 
ment of Police, Health, Sanitary, Fire, Traffic, Parking and Similar 
Regulations, to Prohibit Vice, Gambling, Prostitution, Vagrancy, Dis¬ 
orderly Conduct, Obscenity, Public Drunkenness, Youths on the Streets 
at Unreasonable Hours, to Regulate the Storage of Explosive or Com¬ 
bustible Matter, to Regulate the Use of Firearms and similar Danger¬ 
ous Things, to Establish a Police Force, a Police Station House and a 
Lock-up, to Appoint a Public Health Officer, to Prevent the Introduc¬ 
tion of Contagious Diseases, to Prevent Nuisances, to Regulate Of¬ 
fensive, Obnoxious or Injurious Commodities, to Inspect and Regulate 
the Sale of Food Products, to Prevent the Deposit of Unwholesome 
Substances or Garbage on Private or Public Property, to Regulate 
the Interment of Bodies and to Regulate Cemeteries, to Suppress 
Fires and to Establish and Maintain a Fire Department or to Con¬ 
tribute Funds to Volunteer Fire Companies Serving the City, to 
Inspect Buildings for the Purpose of Reducing Fire Hazards, to 
Prevent the Obstruction of Aisles and Exits in Public Halls, Churches 
and Places of Amusement, to Regulate or Obtain Parking Lots, to 
Install Parking Meters, to Regulate Public Hackmen, to Regulate 
Vehicles Not subject to the Licensing Powers of the State, to Regu¬ 
late the Numbering of Houses, to Regulate the Use of Sidewalks, to 
Regulate unreasonable soliciting, to Regulate the Erection of Bill¬ 
boards. to Regulate the Construction of Buildings, to Formulate a 
Building Code and a Plumbing Code, and to Authorize the Inspection 
of Buildings and Elevators; and by Repealing and Reenacting with 
Amendments Subsection 6 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to 
Provide for the Removal of all Nuisances and Obstructions from 
Public Ways and from Lots Adjoining Thereto, and to Compel Owners 
to Remove all Nuisances from Such Lots or in Default Thereof to 
Authorize the Work to be Done by the City at the Owner’s Expense, 
Such Expense to Constitute a Lien Upon the Property Collectible as 
Tax Moneys; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments 
Subsection 7 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the 
Establishment of Public Parks, Gardens, Playgrounds, and Other 
Recreation Facilities and Programs; and by Repealing and Reenact¬ 
ing with Amendments Subsection 8 of Section 40-3 title “General 
Powers”, to Provide for the Licensing of Transient or Permanent 
Businesses in the City, to Regulate the Sale of all Kinds of Property 
at Auction, to License Hawkers, and to Establish and Collect Fees 
for All Licenses Issued; and by Repealing and Reenacting with 
Amendments Subsection 11 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, 
to Provide for the Erection of Structures for the Public Benefit, to 
Provide for the Taking by Gift or Otherwise of any Property for 
Parks, Gardens, or Structures and for the Proper Administration of 
the Same, to Permit the City to Convey the Same When no Longer 
Needed for Public Purposes, to Provide that Condemnation Proceed¬ 
ings shall Be In Accordance with Article 33A of the Annotated Code 
of the Public General Laws of Maryland; and by Repealing and 
Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 13 of Section 40-3 title 
“General Powers”, to Provide that the City Shall Have All Those 
Powers Enumerated in Article 23B, the Municipal Corporation Charter 
Act of the Annotated Code of Maryland; and by Adding Subsection 14 
to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Regulation 
and Licensing of Dogs, Cats, and Other Animals, to Authorize The 
Impounding of the Same, and to Provide for Their Disposition; and by 
Adding Subsection 15 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide 
for the Creation, Change and Abolishment of Offices, Departments 
and Agencies, Other Than Those Established by the City Charter, to 
Assign Additional Functions and Duties, but Not Including the Power 
to Discontinue or Assign to Any Other Office, Department, or Agency 
any Function Assigned by the City Charter to a Particular Office, De¬ 
partment or Agency; and by Adding Subsection 16 to Section 40-3 
title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Making of Agreements 
With Other Municipalities, Counties, Districts, Bureaus, Commissions, 
States and Federal Authorities for the Joint Performance of or Co¬ 
operation in the Performance of any Governmental Function; and by 
Adding Subsection 17 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide 
for Advertising for the Purposes of the City, to Provide for Printing 
and Publishing Statements as to City Finances, and to Provide fbr the 
Publication and Codification of all Laws, Ordinances, Resolutions or 
Regulations Adopted by or Affecting the City; and by Adding Sub¬ 
section 18 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the 
Requirement That Persons About to Undertake Dangerous Improve¬ 
ments Shall Execute Bonds with Sufficient Securities; and by Adding 
Subsection 19 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide that 
the City May Accept Gifts and Grants of Federal and State Funds; 
and by Adding Subsection 20 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to 
Provide for the Employment of Voting Machines in City Elections.
